Judge Parker was not a 
silver man, and apparently hie availability 
rests entirely on the fact that his profes- 
sional duties kept him out of the campaign. 
He was just as much of a gold man as Dave 
Hill himself, and, in fact, the two men have 
perfectly coincident ideas on questions of 
democratic policy. When I asked a Bryan 
leader what he saw to admire in Judge 
Parker he said with conspicuous frankness: 

„Nothing much sheet that he never shot 
off his mouth.” 

Similar answers are given by silver demo- 
crats generally, who say they will fight Hill 
or Olney or any man who was openly op- 
posed to Bryan during or after the Chicago 
convention. Na active silver man can be 
nominated, as a matter of course, so that 
Bryan's followers seem determined to limit 
the choice to men confined in prison, inmates 
of deaf and dumb asylums, or distinguished 
judges who were unable to take part in the 
campaign against Bryan. | 

As a mere matter of attractive person- 
ality, Judge Alton B. Parker would be a sat- 
isfactory candidate. to any one, except for 
the fact that people generally dislike en- 
couraging judges on the bench to look for- 
ward to the possibility of political honors.

Judge Parker is the last man in the world 
who would take such a retrograde step, and 
while it is probably true that no man has 
actually declined a presidential nomination 
from a great party, the chances dre that 
the New York delegation will go to the next 
democratic national convention with direct 
authority to keep Judge Parker’s name out 
of the fight on the sole ground that he would 
prefer to fill out his term at the head of the 
highest court in the great state of New 
York, a place which ranks next to a seat on 
the bench of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

Judge Alton B. Parker is still a young man 
as the world goes, although he ie not in the 
boy orator class of Bryan, and has even 
passed beyond the strenuous manhood of 
Roosevelt. Judge Parker was born in 1852, 
and he can well afford to wait for his chance 
until 1908, when he will still have three years 
of his term on the bench to serve out, and 
when he will be only 56 years of age, four 
years younger than Hill is today, and only 
three years older than was McKinley when 
first elected president. 


Hill and Parker Friends.

3 Many Plots to Kill Him. 

Various plots to assassinate him have been 
reported and sworn to in affidavits. For 
seventy-twe days last fall he was a prisoner 
in hig own home, daring not even to go out 
on his porch. The bitterness of the feud 
abated, however, and the election cases were 
allowed to sleep until Monday. At 8 o’clock 
this morning he went to the courthouse at 
Jackson, and the papers were filed. He 
walked from the clerk's Office to the front 
of the courthouse, and, facing the street, en- 
gaged in conversation with Benjamin Ewing. 
The corrider behind him was full of men. 
Ewing was halt leaning on Marcum's shoul- 
der, The men had been talking about three 
minutes when a shot rang out in the rear 
of the corridor. Marcum staggered, and as 
he sank to the floor another shot was fired. 


Assassin Becapes in Crowd. 

The shots appeared to come from a door- 
way, or, possibly, from behind a door in the 
corridor, but as the passage was quickly 
cleared, amid great confusion, no one seemed 
able to state accurately where the assassin 
was located and a search failed to find ma 
No arrests have as yet 1 oe made even on 
suspicion. 

Marcum’s body lay for * W un- 
touched. Even his friends for a time feared 
to approach the place er to touch the body.. 
It was finally picked up and carried to a 
drug store opposite, and from there taken 


No One Dares to Name Him. 

It is generally believed that the assassin was 
recognized, but no one has thus far had the 
courage to name him, though thi» murder is

Is the Thirty-first Victim. 

Marcum is the thirty-first victim of the 
Hargis-Cockrill and kindred feuds, arising 
from an election contest for circuit judge 
among the mountain republicans, He is the 
fifth one of the leaders to be slain. The 
county hae for many years been without a 
coroner, so desperate has been the situation. 
There being no coroner, a murderer is sel- 
dom punishéd, as no report is made of the 
death. Most of the peaceful people have long 
since left the country. 

In the Hargis-Cockrill feud proper Marcum 
is the fifth victim, though the others killed 
have been indirectly connected with it. The 
previous victims, all of whom might be re- 
garded as leaders, were Joseph H@rgis, Dr. 
Brack Cox, Ben Hargis, James Cockrill. 

Jerry Caldwell kined John Hargis on a 
train near Clay City afew yearsago. Hargis 
was a well to do lumber dealer and merchant. - 
Cakiwell was shot, but his life was saved by 
a notebook in his pocket. He was convicted 
of the murder, but Gov. Bradley pardoned 
him, The pardon was due to the intercedsion 
of Dr. Brack Cox, and that made Cox a 
marked man. 

Marked for Interfering. 

Feb. 19, 1902, Tom Cockrill shot and killed 
Ben Hargis, the youngest brother of Judge 
James Hargis and also a brother of Alexan- 
der and the late John Hargis. Cockrill fol- 
lowed Ben Hargis into a restaurant and, after 
cursing him, began shooting. Hargis re- 
turned the fire after he had fallen, mortally 
wounded. Dr. Cox, who was a cousin of 
Cockrill, attended Cockrill in jail, and se- 
cured his removal. A short time afterward 
Dr. Cox was shot from ambush and killed 
wails going home late at night. 

Prior to these killings, and early in Feb- 
ruary. 1902, a personal altercation sprung 
up in the courthouse between James Mar- 
cum, who was slain today, and O. H. Pol- 
lard, another attorney. County Judge James 
Hargis interposed to separate them and was 
arrested, charged with participation in the 
fight, the warrant being sworn out before 
City Judge Cardwell, The warrant was 
served by City Marshal Jim Cockrill, who is

City Marshal Shot from Ambush. 

After the arrest of Tom Cockrill, City Mar- 
shal James Cockrill thought it wisest to 
leave town. He came back in June, 1902, to 
settle his affairs preparatory to removing 
to Winchester. He was shot from ambush 
as he was passing the courthouse, the as- 
sassin being inside. Former City Judge 
C. X. Bowling, who went to his rescue, 
found his store on fire a few days later. 
This led to sensational stories that the Cock- 
rills had threatened to burn the town. 


PLEDGED TO DIE WHEN AGED 30. 


Members of Newly Discovered Russian 
Sect Buried Alive with Their 
Own Consent. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 4.—Another re- 
Hgious sect having self-immolation as the 
cardinal article of its creed has been discov- 
ered in Russia. Its members contend that 
any man Hving longer than thirty years does 
so at the expense of other individuals, and 
they accordingly pledge themselves to die 
at that age. Like some other Russian eul- 
cidal societies which have been discovered 
in recent years, the manner of death is burial 
alive, the devotees being immured volun- 
tarily in vauite with solemn ceremonies. 
The discovery resulted from the police sur- 
prising members performing their rites upon 
a comember. Numbers of the adherents of

History in Chicago 150 of 
the Gambling Shops 
Shut Down. 


‘YIELDING TO THE STORM. 


Fear of Agitation and Prosecu- 
tion of Many Indictments | 
Soon to Begin in the 
Criminal Court, 


For the first time in the history of policy 
gambling in Chicago, the game suffered 
a decided setback yesterday. Threatened 
by the agitation of the pulpit and the press 
and confronted by the impending prosecu- 
tion of 128 members and employés, two of 
the companies withdrew their books yester- 
day from 150 branch offices in the black 
belt.“ 

Following the inauguration of the colored 
pastors’ crusade, accentuated as it was by 
the mysterious explosion at the Institution- 
al church Sunday evening, the Wisconsin 
and Indiana’ amd the “Interstate and 
Springfield ’’ companies called hurried meet - 
ings of the district managers in the morning 
at their respective headquarters, 125 and 86 
Custom House place. 

After a lengthy conference, it was decided 
to lle low till the storm. blows over,” and 
immediately these orders were sent to the 
policy shops south of Twenty-sixth street, 
where the colored ministers are focusing 
their crusade: 

“ Withdraw ail sheets from 
near churches and schools, 

Close shops that have aroused comment 
and open new ones only in private houses. 

“ Abandon the buggy service for delivery 


ot betting sheets and drawings. 


„ Policy Sam’ Smith ordered to devise 
another less conspicuous scheme for serving 
the branch shops.“ * 


Patsy King Calls on Mayor. 
This is the first evidence of fear which 
has ever appeared in the ranks of the syndi- 
cate which controls the penny gambling evil. 
The disposition to run te cover was also 
noticeable in certain quarters higher than 
the policy writers. Patsy King bestirred 
himself and hastened to! Mayor Harrison's 
office to explain that he had nothing to do 
with the operation of policy gambling. He 
tramped the city hall corridors with a piti- 
fully long face and once within the mayor’s 


| sanctum, gave forth in a peevish tone these 


remarkable revelations: 
“I have nothing to do with policy in 
Chicago. I used to when there was no law 


against the game, but when the statute was 


passed I gave up the business right away. 
Not a brick in my home was bought with 
money made from policy. I am interested 
in mining with my brother and have been 
for years. Recently he built a residence in 
Washington boulevard and presented it to 
my wife. That is how I got the $85,000 man- 
sion the papers are talking about. I don’t 
pretend to be a saint, but I swear I'm not 
monkeying any with the policy graft.” 


Quarrel Among Gamblers. 

These tactics on the part of the policy 
gang lend color to the signs of disruption 
among the factors of the gambling trust 
which have been shadowed forth in recent 
events. The factions of gamblers are known 
to be at outs as they never have been be- 
fore, and many authorities on the situation 
are looking for further disagreements, which 
may end in a wholesale exposé of the policy 
syndicate. 

It is said that the explosion at the Insti- 
tutional church Sunday evening was the 
echo of the quarrel among the gamblers 
over the poolroom at Evason. There has 
been bad blood between the Evason crowd 
and the faction headed by Patsy King, Jim 
O'Leary, and Tom McGinnis ever since the 
poolroom was closed. The leaders of the 
Evason crowd were Dicky Dean, Ed Kelly, 
Louis Marre, and Pat Guerin. When Sheriff 
Barrett left town and the poolroom was 
opened they announced that a great and 
withering curse would be visited upon any 
unfriendly Indian who might attempt to 
interfere with the game. 

The agitation in the newspapers finally 
forced the return of Barrett and the closing 
of Evason. Dean and his gang blamed Tom 
McGinnis for fomenting the trouble. The 
policy crowd declare they had nothing to 
do with the explosion at the church, and 
suggest that sympathizers with the Evason 
crowd did it to stir up public indignation 
Against the Patsy King syndicate. This 
view of the incident is said to have con- 
tributed largely to the fear which the policy 
men exhibited in suppressing the games in 
the negro colony. 


Think Fires Set for Revenge. 

Desire of some one for revenge is read in 
recent attempts to burn policy shops in 
various parts of the city. Nearly a score of 
fires within the last two weeks in policy 
shops housed in coal sheds and other frame 
structures are said to have been of incendiary 
origin. Last Friday the families of the 
neighborhood about Armour avenue and 
Twenty-seventh street were aroused by the 
beating of a woman by a policy writer, John 
Anderson. The woman was Mrs. Mary John- 
son, in the rear of whose house, 2721 Armour 
avenue, Anderson had a policy den. The 
shop was discovered to be on fire, and Ander- 
son accused the woman of setting it. She 
denied it, but told the police that three men 
had done the job. 


The explosion at Institutional church re- 
sulted in a reign of terror. The colored folk 
did not need the voluntary suppression of 
the shops in the black belt to keep them 
from playing policy. They flocked to the 
church with awed faces; they gossiped ex- 
citedly of every detail of the attack on their 
pastor, and they gave the policy shops a 
wide berth, believing that the police would | 
raid the places during the day. 

No clews were obtained to the identity of 
the perpetrators of the deed. It is now 
thought that the parties were not in the 
church during the sermon, but loitered out- 
side the building. Lieut. Mulcahy has four 
detectives working on the case, and Chief 
of Police O'Neill responded to a call for 
additional police protection by sending two 
detectives to guard the church last night. 
The pastor, the Rev. R. C. Ransom, said 
yesterday that no threats would deter him 
from pressing the crusade. He will preach 
on policy next Sunday evening at the same 
place. Fifteen deacons of the church have 
volunteered their services as a bodyguard 
for their pastor, but he has declined the pre-

QUIGLEY AD AS OPTIMIST. 


He Has Been Deeply Impressed by 
the Progressive Spirit of the west-

Since I have seen the western parochial 
schools I have come to the conclusion that 
in fifty years, if things go on as I see they 
are going on at present, the Catholic church 
will actually own the west.”

“ Before I came to this city I had heard 
that Chicago people were given to boasting,” 
he said. “ Now I fear I am coming to be 
something of a boaster myself where Chicago 
is concerned. Since I have been here I have 
found Chicago just as the boasters had rep- 
resented it. 

It is true I have seen little of the city. 
They have kept me so busy up at my resi- 
dence I have not had time to see Chicago. 
Why, I have hardly been downtown yet. 
I am looking forward to the time when I am 
going to go down into the city all alone and 
become lost in Chicago. 

„However, I have had the opportunity to 
see a few of the churches and schools in the 
diocese, and I have gained some idea of 
What a magnificent, big Catholic city Chi- 
cago is. Since I came here I have visited 
Joliet, and in that city I visited one of the 
parochial schools. It was the first time I 
had seen a parochial school in the west.

New York Policy King in Prison. 

Now while the prosecutions are in sight 
the present situation of Al Adams, the late 
policy king of New York, is not without 
interest. Adams, who is worth $5,000,000, 
a fortune built up of the pennies of the poor, 
is now in Sing Sing engaged in the occupa- 
tion of making rope ten hours of the day, 
six day a week. 

Up to a few weeks ago Adams lived at 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel in the most spéc- 
tacular luxury. He entertained lavishly, 
was dressed by valets, and was handed in and 
out of his carriage by liveried footmen. 

All this is changed. In state’s prison the 
policy king may drink plain water or coffee. 
The coffee is not strong. It is not sweet- 
ened with sugar.. Molasses is put in the 
coffee by the prisen cooks. There is no 
cream. The men in Sing Sing call the coffee 
„% bootleg.”’ 

At the Waldorf Adams left word when he 
retired naming the hour when he wished 
to be called. In Sing Sing he is called at 
6:18 every morning. He goes to the mess 
hall and takes his seat with the other con- 
victs. At breakfast there is no cenversa- 
tion with his next door neighbor. If Ad- 
ams wants anything he must make his wants 
known by raising his right hand. A prison 
waiter responds and supplies Adams with 
“whatever the prison regulations prescribe. 


May Learn to Make Mats. 

After breakfast he is marched to his shop. 
Adams may learn how to make doormats 
before he gets out of prison. It is the lightest 
work given to a convict. 

Adams while at the Waldorf used to dine 
evenings. In Sing Sing the arrangements 
for meal hours are different. Supper is not 
even served in the mess hall. The prison- 
keepers don’t think it wise to have their 
boarders go to sleep on a full stomach. 
Light food is recommended. The prison 
supper is the same all the year round: Plain 
prison baked bread and bootleg” coffee. 

Adams may spend his time in his cell as he 
sees fit. That is, he may read periodicals or 
may study his bible. He may write. There 
is a light in his cell, but at 9 o’clock every 
night it is put out, and for the rest of the 
night Adams may sleep and dream of the 
days gone by. | 23

FREE TODAY. 


Prosecutor at Lorain, Ohio, Says Unless 


More Evidence Is Developed Ac- 


cused Man Will Not Be Detained— 
Resents Charge of Religious Preju- 
dice and Says Prisoner’s Life Was 
Saved by His Arreat—Authorities All 
at Loas fer Clews to Criminal. 


Lorain, O., May 4.—[Special.]—Uniless new 
and more convincing evidence is produced to 
prove the guilt of the Rev. Father Walser, 
who stands ¢harged with the niurder of 
Agatha Reichlin, before preliminary hear- 
ing tomorrow, the priest will in all probabil- 
ity be discharged from custody. 

The officials confess now that they have not 
sufficient evidence to hold the prisoner, and 
that being the case, Mayor King, before 
whom the hearing will be held, can do noth- 
ing but discharge him. 

The work of the bloodhounds, it is now ad- 
mitted, furnished about the only evidence 
upon which the warrant was issued, and that, 
it is believed, will not be sufficient in a court 
or before a grand jury. If the priest is dis- 


. charged from custody, the mystery surround- 


ing the crime will be as deep and impene- 
trable as it was before his arrest. 

Detectives who have worked upon the case 
for three days have been unable to find any 
possible reason why anybody should have 
killed the woman if the theory of robbery is 
discarded. 

Prosecutor Lacks Evidence. 

County Prosecutor Lée Stroup doubts the 
ability of the state to make out a case upon 
which the priest can be held. “All we have 
upon which to base a charge of murder.“ 
he said, “is the presence of Walser in the 
house that night and the actions of the 
bioodhounds.“ 

The prosecutor admits that he was in a 
measure misied by the police. Prior to 
the arrest,“ he said, we were told that 
a gallon of whisky had been bought at 11 
o’clock on the night of the murder and taken 
to the Reichlin house. Since then it has been 
shown that the whisky was purchased after 
the murder was committed. ‘ 


Other Priests Take Up Defense. 


The denunciation of the authorities yes- 
terday by the Rev. Father Reichlin in his 
sermon at St. Joseph's church has been fol- 


lowed by concerted action on the part of 


the Roman Catholic clergymen and laymen 
in behalf of the imprisoned priest. 

Father Joseph J. Johnson of St. Mary's 
church and the Rev. Joseph F. Smith of St. 
Aloysius’ parish have been active in collect- 
ing evidence tending to prove that the mur- 
der’ was committed by a burglar. The lat- 
ter puts much faith in the statement of a 
member of his church who says he saw two 
men carrying a ladder near the Reichlin 
home on the night of the murder, and upon 
the additional fact that two burglaries were 
attempted in the same neighborhaod on that 


night. | 
Not Arrested on Prejudice, 

This activity on the part of the clergy has 
led some of the people of Waleer’s faith to 
criticise sharply the action of the officials. 
Prosecutor Stroup resents such criticism and 
denies that religious prejudice had anything 
to do with the arrest of the priest. It was 
as much for Walser's own protection as be- 
cause of the suspicion against him,“ said 
Stroup, “that he was arrested. He would 
have been taken into custody under similar 
circumstances had he been a minister of any 
other denomina tion.“ 

The funeral of the dead woman today was 


attended by a large concourse of people.

New York, May . Central office detectives 
and postoffice inspectors today raided the 
handsome offices of the British-African 
Finance company in Wall street and ar- 
rested John J. Prince, his eon, Joseph Prince, 
and Horace Blackmur on charges of grant 
larceny and the fraudulent use of the United 
States mails. 

The concern is said to have victimized 
many persons by the sale of bonds and stock 
of the Nokanrfa company, limited, owning 
extensive diamond fields in south Africa. 
which, with the company, are said to be. 
purely mythical. 


Names of Nobility Used. 

According to the circulars issued by the 
British-African Finance company, members 
of the nobility figure among the officers and 
directors. Sir Frederick Cammington is 
named as president. Sir Percy Sanderson, 
the British consul general, has informed 
the police here that no such person exists.

L. Wallen, vice president; Cameron Ed- 
wards, secretary; Hansell Taylor, treasurer; 
and the board of directors consists of Sir 
Frederick Cammington, chairman, Sigmund 
Rothschild, J. Cammeron Rogers, Thomas 
Kanney Brown, Baron Heinrich von Praal, 
the Hon. Edmund L. Wallen, and Sir Charles 


Noble. 
Not Known in London. 


The police say they have a letter from Sir 
Percy Sanderson in which he says there are 
no such persons in London. He has also 
written to the postoffice authorities that he 
believes the company to be a fraud. John 
P. Austin is named as manager of the Brit- 
ish-African Finance company, but the police 
think him a myth, as they have never been 
Able to come upon him during their investi- 
gations. 

The chief complainant against the concern 
is William Bush of New London, Conn., who 
says he corresponded with the company and 
was referred by them to various firms, which 
the police say were mythical. One reference 
was the British Bank of South Africa, in 
Cape Town, August Knollwood, president. 
Bush wrote to him and got a reply, but later 
learned that no such bank existed.

PARIS, May King Edward. left Paris 
for London this morning at ‘Ilo’ clock, going 
direct to Cherbourg by special train. At 
Cherbourg he went on board thie royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert. The yacht remains in 
Cherbourg harbor all night, and will not gail 
tor England until tomorrow morning. 

Just before embarking King Edward sent 
the following telegram to President Loubet: 

Before leaving French soil I desire once 
more warmly to thank you for the friendly 
welcome you, your government, and the 


French people have accorded me in France |-~ - 


and during my sojourn in Paris, the. recol-

_ Ceremony at Departure. 

The king’s departure was marked by the 
same elaborate ceremony that has attended 
his every move in Paris. President Loubet, 
accompanied by the usual guard of cuiras- : 
siers, went to the British embassy at 11 
o'clock... Thence the King and the president 
drove to the Gare des Invalides. The route 
to the railway station was lined with, troops, 
and there were many spectators who gave 
a warm, but not a r greeting 
to the British King. Sgr 

The party arrived at the station at 11:20. 
King Edward, followed by President Lou-

ROME, May 4.—Emperor William. today 
received in private and separate audience 
the members of the diplomatic corps in order 
of seniority.

claiming that, under the new provision of the 
act of 1897, the government methods of test- 
ing by polariscope had resulted erroneously 
and in the consequent exaction of excessive 
duties. 

Judge Townsend decided that the govern- 
ment method of testing introduced in 1897 
was improper and should have conformed to 
the practice formerly followed.

‘BUSINESS MEN “AND REFORM. 

A Pittsburg business man wanted a street 
vacated for his benefit and went to Chris 
Magee, the boss, to have it done. Said the 
Pittsburger: “ When I called on him his 
outer office was filled with waiting politi- 
cians, but he knew I was a business man 
amd in a hurry. He called me in first, and 
he gave me the street without any fuss. I 
tell you, it was a sad day for Pittsburg 
when Chris Magee died.” Lincoln Steffens, 
the author of the article on municipal cor- 
ruption in Pittsburg in this month's Me- 
Clure’s says by way of comment: This 
business man, the typical American mer- 
chant everywhere, cares no more for his 
city’s interest than the politician does, and 
there is more light on Amerjcan political 
corruption in such a speech than in the most 
sensational exposure of. details.” Mr. 
Steffens quotes the following remarks from 
the statement of one of the men who fought 
corruption in Pittsburg: 


By far the most disheartening discovery was that 
of the apathy and indifference of many representa- 
tive citizens. We found that prominent merchants 
and contractors who were on the inside,“ manu- 
faeturers enjoying especial municipal privileges, 
wealthy capitalists, brokers, and others who were 
holders of the securities of traction and other cor- 


tions of duty strangled, and their influence before 
and votes on election day preémpted against 
us. We found that the financial and political sup- 
port of the great steam railroads and largest manu- 
facturing corporations controlling as far as they 
were able the suffrages of their thousands of em- 
ployés were thrown against us, for the reason, as 
was frankly explained by one of them, that it was 
much easier to deal with a boss in. promoting, 
their corporate interests than to deal directly with 
the people's representatives in the municipal legis- 
lature. We even found the directors of many banks 
in an attitude of cold neutrality if not of active 
hostility toward any movement for municipal re- 
form. 

Pittsburg is not the only city with busi- 
ness men who prefer government “ bottomed ' 
on corruption” because they profit by it, 
and who like to have a municipal or legis- 
lative boss to deal with because through his 
instrumentality they can secure the passage 
of ordinances and laws grauting them spe- 
cial privileges Which but for boss rule they 
could not get. There can be found in Chi- 
cago, as in Pittsburg, men at the head of 
great corporations, merchants, manufactur- 
ers, and capitalists who are indifferent to 
or opposed to reform in government, be- 
eause they think misgoverument is more to 
their pecuniary advantage. 

‘Phe busitiess men of à city should be the 
leaders in all woyements which aim to pro- 
mote the welfare of thécommunity. They 
should be the ones with whom the spirit of 
eivie pride should be most intense. If they 


not actuated by selfish motives, the body of 
the community would follow gledly and 
the rule of corrupt bosses would end at once. 

Neither here nor elsewhere do the prom- 
inent business men attempt to assume that 
leadership. They let the politicians have 
a free hand: With few exceptions they 
leave the fight for reform to others while 
they either look on indifferently or con- 
temptuously, or throw obstacles in the way 
of those who are doing the work they ovals | 
to do. 

There is need in every 
ciety for the Instruction: in their civic duties 
of men at the head of Business enterprises. 
They ofight not to need that instruction, but 
the majority of them are in greater need of 
it than the rank and file of the community. 


NEED COOKING SCHOOLS. 
First, the diagnosis; second, the prescrip- 
tion.

‘wastes fuel, food, and clothing. She feeds 
her fire too freely, she prepares her meals 
too lavishly, she dresses herself and her 
family too expensively. In all that she 
does there is ah unfortunate surplusaze 
which she throws-iuto the back yard, but 
which, if utilized scientifically, would cou- 
siderably raise her standard of comfort. 
The truth of this charge against work- 

ingmen and their wives will be admitted, at 
least in part, by labor leaders, by .charity 
workers, and by all other people who have 
dealings with representatives of the labor- 
ing class. Extravagance is an American

A 
preparation which is at best scrappy and 
inadequate. The curriculum which was 
originall} devised for the European leisure 
class is projected, with a few omissions and 
additions, into a 
community, aud the result is that future 
hohsehold managers get a faint tinge of 
exotic culture and a large white blank of 
information with regard to household arts 
and duties. 1 

Why preteud any longer that cooking is 
an “accomplishment” which can be 
“picked up"? The slightest acquaintance 
with the ordinary American home will show 
that cooking has not been “ picked up sat- 
isfactorily and that there is only one way 
in which a stop cau be put both to the waste- 
tulness of which the preacher speaks and 
to the uupalatablepess and unwholesome- 
ness which are even more destructive. That 
way is practical instruction. 

It used to be given in the household by 
the skilled: mother to daughters who led 
home lives. The mothers of the new gen- 
eration have little skill and their daughters 
get work in shops and factories, so there 
is not much time for home instruction if 
there were any one competent to. give it.

the success of his efforts in securing a renew- 
al ot the commercial and financial agreement 
between the Austrian empire and the king- 
dom of Hungary. The order of St. Stephen 
is the highest order in the jand with the 
solitary exception of the Golden Fleece, which 
in Austrian can, by its statutes only be con- 
ferred upon men who have an unbroken 
line of blue blooded and icoman Catholic an- 
vestors and ancestresses both on the father 
ä s side for several. generations 

The grand cross of. the order of St. ‘Stephen 
is, however, almost as great a distinction, 
and I cannot remember that it has ever been 
granted to any man belonging by birth to 
the middie classes, such as Dr. Korber. 
The latter has been a civil servant all his 
life, and has acquired considerable fame as 
a successful administrator when the em- 
peror himself, who had had his attention 
drawn to his work, insisted on his being ap- 
pointed minister of commerce in the cabinet 
of Baron Gautsch. He more than fulfilled the 
expectations of his sovereign at the head of 
the department at which he was placed, and 
in the n year became * ot the 
sntertor. 

Finally the emperor appointed him to be 
prime minister, to the amazement of the po- 
litical world, who had always looked upon 
him asa species of glorified clerk and bureau- 
crat rather than as a statesman. He has, 
however, done singularly well as premier, 
bringing to the political issues of the day 
that. sound, practical common sense and 
that business like shrewdness which had en- 
abled him to make such a mark as an ad- 
ministrator.

The result is that 
during the last session the reichsrath at 
Vienna has done more real work than in 
‘any parliamentary session.

Perhaps the best indication of the premier’s 
character will be found in the circular which 
e issued some time ago in which he laid 
down Perfain rules for the guidance of gov- 
etnment officials in the performance of their 
duties, especially. as regards their relations 
with the public. He insisted therein that 
they should show more readiness in comply- 
ing with the reasonable demands of the pub- 
“lic, and treat the latter with more considera- 
‘tion than had until then had been the case, 
making no distinction between titled peo- 
ple or poverty stricken peasants.’

FROM SCHOOLS, 


Declares That the Doctrine cases ne 
Taught Thoroughly and Therefore 
Should Not Be Touched—South Sid- 
ers’ Charge of Pantheism Starts the 
Discussion-Prof. Tompkins’ Letter 
to Miss Reilly Given Out and Is the 
Cause of Considerable Comment. 


“Philosophy should not be taught in the 
public schools. The sooner it is eliminated 
from the curriculum the better. A pinch of 
philosophy tends to make an atheist of a 
Hupil, and it cannot be taught thoroughly 
enough in the schools to correct the wrong 
impressions gained from superficial study.“ 

This belief. was expressed by Mrs. Caroline 
Sherman of the school management commit- 
tee yesterday. The expression Was the re- 
sult of the controverby on foot at the normal 
school relative to Dr. Tompkins’ method of 
teaching philosophy. Mrs. Sherman de- 
clared that Kant's philosophy, the kind said 
to be taught, by Dr, Tompkins, should be 
taught in no public school or college. 

Supt. Cooley has in his possession the phi- 
losophy note books of three normal school 
pupils. He wiil look them over to see if 
there is anything objectionablein them. One 
of the books is that of Miss O'Sullivan, 
daughter of Postmaster O'Sullivan of South 
Chicago, who has charged Dr. Tompkins 
with teaching the doctrine of pantheiem at 
the school. 
Supt. Cooley declares that Dr. Tompkins 
teaches merely the “ philosophy of educa- 
tion.” But the residents of the steckyards 
district and South Chicago who sent a dele- 
gation to the mayor to protest against the 
doctrine taught by Dr, Tompkins do not 
agree with thesuperintendent. ‘They declare 
that Tompkins teaches pantheism, nothing 
more and nothing less. 

Another development in the normal school 
trouble was the text of a letter written by 
Dr. Tompkins to Miss Marcella Reilly, the 


music teacher at the school, who, it was 


declared, Dr. Tompkins wished to get rid of 
because of her prominence as a teacher. 
This letter contradicts the statement made 
repeatedly that only harmony exists be- 
tween Dr. Tompkins and Miss Reilly. The 
latter has appealed to Mayor Harrison for 
assistance in her effort to retain her position. 


Letter That Caused Trouble. 

The letter reads as follows: 33 

Miss Marcella Reilly, Chicago, III. My Dear 
Miss Reilly: Our recent conference impressed me 
with the necessity of reaching a more funda- 
mental solution of the difficulty. I have given 
much thought to your relation to the school and 
now firmly believe that I am not wa ted in 
spending further time in temporizing with a 
trouble which is rooted in disposition and tem- 
perament. 

The two facts, that your emotions are un- 
usually intense and that you are suspicious to a 
high degree, keep, you constantly agitated. Triv- 
jal matters stir to the depths of our being, and 
you strike ruthlessly, right and left, at whatever 
does not suit you, and thus ragp and wound peo- 
ple in a sort of reckless fashion. It i this dis- 
position and habit that makes yeu a discordant 
element in the school, and accounts, so far as 
you are responsible, for the recent unpleasant 
tollision, and for the disorganizing and damaging 
feeling in the schobl that two departments are 
tet against each other. 
For two years I have seen the foregoing traits 
doing their rasping work, but hoped that, as the 
school spirit became cordial, dignified, and earnest 
the difficulty would vanish, I assure you it is 
with a feeling of disappointment and regret that 
I have to fix my conclusions in the manner here 
eet forth. I have always gladiy borne testimony, 
and shall gladly continue to do so, to your efficiency 
as a music teacher, but I must say that you are a 
disorganizing element in the school, and from 
two years’ experience in the school and from the 
recent study of the situation which I was forced 
to make I do not believe you can live agreeabiy 
with members of a faculty and help to foster that 
cordial and cooperative spirit so essential to the 
Ute of a school. |

“T want to be a crank; cranks are good 
things. You cannot make any machinery 
go without a crank,“ declared the Rev. T.

HANGS ON SECURITIES SUIT. 


With Dissolution of the Big Company 


Under Recent Decision Harriman 


Crowd Could Elect the Directors. 


It is claimed that if the United States Su- 
preme court sustains the judgment of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals and orders the 
dissolution of the Northern Securities com- 
pany, the control of the Northern Pacific 


‘would be radically affected, while that of the 
Great Northern would remain unchanged. 


The dissolution of the $400,000,000 company 
would be accompanied by the return of $155, - 


‘000,000 of capital stock of the Northern Pa- 


cific and about $95,000,000 stock of the Great 
Northern to the persons who deposited such 
stocks in exchange for Northern Seourities 
shares. 


Of the $155,000,000 of Northern Pacific 
stock $78,000,000 was deposited by the Oregon 
Short Line railroad, which is owned by the 
Union Pacific. This is a little more than half 
of the total issue of Northern Pacific stock. 


The remaining $77,500,000 was deposited by 


the Morgan-Hill interest, which, by virtue of 


its absolute control of the Great Northern 


capital shares, is enabled completely to dom- 
inate the Northern Securities company. 
With the separation of the Northern Pacific 
from the Northern Securities combination 
the Harriman interests, unless they part 
with some of their holdings, would be able 
‘to elect.a board of directors of their own at 
the next Northern Pacific election. Such an 


outcome would simply transfer the control 
of the Northern Pacific from the Great North- : 


ern to the Union Pacific. 


Statistics of Accidents. 


‘The interstate commerce commission last 
week issued a bulletin giving information 
of railroad accidents for the three months 
ended Dec. 31, 1902. During that period 266 
persons were killed and 2,788 injured in train 
accidents. Accidents of other kinds, includ- 
ing those sustained by employés while at 
work, and by passengers in getting on and 


off cars, etc., bring the total up to 988 killed 


and 11,873 injured. There were forty pas- 
sengers killed and 1,097 injured in collisions, 
derailments, and miscellaneous train acci- 


dents, and from like causes 226 railroad 


employés were killed and 1,691 injured. 
The total number of collisions was 1.688 

and derailments 1,079, of which 282 collisions 

and 99 derailments affected passenger trains.

United States Supreme Court 
Declares Statute to Guard 
Blacks Unconstitutional. 


LACKS IN SPECIFIC FORCE. | 


Justice Brown Points Out Flaws 
by Which Entire Enact- 
ment Is Invalidated.

Washington, Di C., May 4.—[Special.]—The 
law enacted to carry out in part the pro- 
visions of the fifteenth constitutional amend- 
ment by prescribing punishment for those 
who, by intimidation, bribery, or otherwise, 


prevent a negro from voting was today de- 


elared entirely void by the Supreme court. 

The previous decision had declared it un- 
constitutional so far ae state elections were 
concerned, and today’s judgment makes the 
invalidity apply to federal elections also. 

The case arose in Kentucky, where Henry 
Bowman and others were arrested for brib- 
ing negroes to stay away from the polis 
during the congressional elections of 1808, 
Bowman’s case was made the test case, and 
he was released on a writ of habeas corpus, 
the district judge holding that as the statute | 
had been declared unconstitutional so far 
as state elections were concerned, it was 
also void as to federal elections. 

The Supreme court affirmed this view, six 
justices concurring in the majority opinion, 
Justices Harlan and Brown dissenting, and 
Justice McKenna taking no part in the 

Section of Law Invalidated. 

The law was enacted in 1870, and provides: 
Every person who prevents, hinders, con- 
trols, or intimidates another from exercising 
or in exercising the right of suffrage, to 
whom that right is guaranteed by the 
fifteenth amendment of the constitution of 
the United States, by means of bribery or 
threats, or depriving such person of employ- 
ment or occupation, or of ejecting such per- 
son from a rented house, lands, or other prop- 
erty, or by threats of violence to himself or 


family, shall be punished as provided in the 


preceding section.“ 

The punishment is fixed at not less than 
$500 fine and imprisonment of not more than 
one year. 

Wrong Not Ascribed to State. 

The fifteenth amendment, says the opinion 

of the court, which is by Justice Brewer, 


related solely to action by the United States 
or by states and not to individual action, as 


had been decided in several named cases. 


The indictment in the present case charged 
no wrong done by the state of Kentucky or 
by any one acting under its authority. Nor 
was it charged that the bribery was on ac- 
count of race, color, or previous condition 
of servitude. They were not bribed because 


they were colored men, but because they 


were voters, and no discrimination on ac- 
count of race, color, or previous condition 
was charged. 

A statute which purported to punish pure- 
ly individual action could not be sustafned 
as an appropriate exercise of power con- 
ferred by the fifteenth amendment upon con- 
gress to prevent action by a state through 
some.one or more of its official representa- 
tives, and an Indictment which charged no 
discrimination on account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude is likewise 
destitute of support by such amendment. 


Power of Congress Defined. 
Referring to the contention that congress 


had ample power with respect to the election 


of members of congress Justice Brewer said: 

“The difficulty with this contention is 
that congress has not by this section acted in 
the exercise of such power. It is not legisia- 
tion in respect to the election of federal offi- 
cers, but is leveled at all elections, state or 
federal, and does not purport to punish 
bribery of any voter, but simply those named 
in the fifteenth amendment. On its face it is 
clearly an attempt to exercise power sup- 
posed to be conferred by the fifteenth amend- 
ment in respect to all elections and not in 
pursuance of the general control by congress 
over particular elections. 

“To change this statute enacted to punish 
bribery of persons named in the fifteenth 
amendment at all elections to a statute pun- 
ishing bribery of any voter at certain elec- 
tions would be in effect judicial legislation. 


Right Exists but Statute Obscure 

“We are fully sensible,” continues the 
opinion, to the great wrong which results 
from bribery at elections, and do not ques- 
tion the power of congress to punish such 
an offense when committed in respect to the 
election of federal officials. At the same 
time it is all important that a criminal 
statute should clearly define the offense it 
purports to punish, and when so defined it 
should be within the limits of the power 
of the legislative body enacting it. 

Congress has no power to punish bribery 
at all elections. The limits of its power are 
in respect to elections in which the nation 
is directly interested or in which some man- 
date of the constitution is disobeyed: and 
the courts are not at liberty to take crim- 
inal statutes which are broad and compre- 
hensive in terms, and in these terms beyond 
the power of congress, and change them to 
fit some particular transaction which con-

SPECTACULAR BLAZE AT YARDS. 


Burning of Large Hay Barn Causes a 
Panic Among the Hundreds of 
A Animals Near By.
